Origin of tho Banjo. 


Over half a century ago, in the town 


of Banjoemas, on tho island of Java, a 
negro native cf the place, desiring an 
instrument to accompany his voice, 
"Say, 


conceived the following plan: Taking a 
cheese bos nnd crossing It with goat 
or sheep skin, he ran a handle through 
It; then, using violin strings, which 
were tuned to tho first, third, fifth and 
eighth notus of an octave, he gave it 
lie name of ''banjo," from the first 
two syllables in the name of his native 
town. 


No banjo of this time is known to 


be in existence, but from descriptions 
mnded down thoy must have been 
very rude instruments. As the years 
passed 
Improvements were 
made. 


Throughout tbe southern states banjos 
became as plentiful as pickaninnies, 
and negroes might 'ic found on any 
plantation who could "make the banjo 
talk." 
In a clever performer's hands the 


banjo seems capable of doing every- 
thing—bells 
chime, 
waters 
ripple, 


winds blow, birds sing 
and 
many 


other pleasant ideas aro evoked—but 
it will never do for romance. Us very 
namo is against it. Whether from as- 
sociation or not, we cannot connect 
romance aud the banjo.—Washington 
Star. 


Travelinpr In Alaska. 


I have seen many pictures of the 


manner in which the Eskimos travel, 
and the man is generally seated com- 
fortably on tho sled cracking a whip, 
and tho dogs are going at a smart gal- 
lop. 
But we boon found that picture 


to be a delusion and a snare. 


Jovjneying in the arctic regions con- 


sists mostly in pushing behind the 
sled, for tho poor little animals fre- 
quently have to be helped over the 
rough places and in going up hill or 
any rise in tho ground. Wbcre there 
is no beaten trail—as was the case 
most of tho distance we traveled—the 
dogs have nothing to guide them, and 
one man is obliged to run ahead. Ho 
generally 
vuns some distance and 


then walks until the head team comes 
up with him, when he runs on again. 


When the snow is hard and the road 


level, the dogs, with an average load, 
will maintain a trot which Is too fast 
for a mnu to walk and not so fast as 
he can run. By alternately running 
and walking 
one does not become 


greatly fatigued 
Natives who travel 


from village to village are so accus- 
tomed to this mode of travel that they 
can keep it up all day without show- 
ing signs of fatigue.—Harper's Maga- 
zine.

It is generally agreed that railroad 


influence is in a large measure respon- 
sible for the trouble in the Democratic 
party in Kentucky.
